PRINCE AND DANGER OF 
| BEING “MISUNDERSTOOD. . 


ENCOURAGES TRAVEL. 


The Prince of Wales, speaking at 
a dinner ‘in London. in aid of the 
Establishment Fund of the National 
Union of Students, warmly praised 
the activities of the organisation, 
particularly the encouragement of 
foreign travel, and the facilities af- 
forded. foreign students in getting 
to know’ England, . 
The Union ‘is appealing for £30,- 
000 to purchase the headquarters 
building at No. $, Endsteigh-street, 
W.C., to providé for its annual up- 
keep, and to provided £5,000 as the 
nucleus of ‘a hospitality fund. 
There {s.also a travel department 
by which groups of British atudents 
are sent abroad as guests of .the, 
National Unions of other countries. 

“The National Union has: Im- 
perial'and international ramifica- 
tions,” the Prince said: 


' “Every year large numbers of: 
students from all parts of the world 
come to this country to benefit from 
our culture and our social condi- 
tions, Nothing is more vitally to 
our interést.than that these students 
should carry. away with them a 
vivid, kindly,. and true impres- 
sion of England and English people, 
And yet under present conditions 
the Jot of the visiting student is 
sometmes anything but: pleasant. 


. "English. people are, as we all 
know, naturally as kindly and hos- 
pitable.as any in the world. But 
we are, perhaps, apt to hide the 
light of our kindness beneath an 
overwhelming bushel of reserve, 


A Certain Ritual. 


“There is a certain ritual, little 
understood by’ foreigners, which 
must be observed before one person 
will admit another even within the 
outer boundaries of companionship. 
You remember Gilbert’s poem about 
two Englishmen stranded together 
upon a desert island who lived for 
months without speaking to one an- 
other because they had never been’ 
introduced. : : . 


“Eventually . they. formed a 
friendship on the basis of a mutual 
acquaintance ‘with one Robinson, 
only to part again irrevocably upon 
thé horrible «discovery that their 
Robinsons were not one and the 
same Robinson, : 


“This is a recognisable parody of 
the attitude of one Englishman to 
another, and we may therefore form 
some idea of the difficulties be-. 
setting a person from a foreign 
country, or even from one of our 
own ‘Dominions, who seeks, with- 
out formal introduction, to reach 
terms of friendship with his 
fellow-students or with other people 
here, The National Union of Stu- 
dents provides an introductory 
channel which any student from 
abroad may easily navigate.” 

With reference to the Union's 
foreign travel department, the 
Prince said that jt was admirable 
that those who were training to en- 
ter industry in administrative posts 
should have the opportunity of see- 
ing at first hand the great in- 
dustrial developments of the Con- 
tinent,
